To  the  Honourable 

The  Minister  of  Inland  Revenue. 

S'R, — I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  my  annual  report  on  the  inspection 
of  weights  and  measures,  gas  and  electricity,  with  the  usual  statements  in  connection 
therewith  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  March  31,  1912. 

1.  The  total  revenue  collected  during  the  year  for  the  inspection  of  weights  and 
measures,  was  $107,408.(10,  as  against  $98,661.80  collected  during  the  twelve  months 
ended  March  31,  1911. 

2.  The  total  expenditure  was  $124,256.83,  as  against  $117,062.15  expended  during 
the  year  ended  March  31,  1911. 

3.  Appendix  'A'  gives  a  summary  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
each  inspection  division. 

4.  In  Appendices  '  B,'  '  C '  and  '  D  '  will  be  found  a  detailed  statement  of 
weights,  mea-ures  and  weighing  machines  presented  for  verification,  verified  and 
rejected  during  the  year.

It  will  be  observed  that  the  reduction  of  fees  in  connection  with  the  Gas  and; 
Electricity  Inspection  service  made  in  1901)  and  1911  (referred  to  in  my  previous 
report)  has  not  brought  about  an  equilibrium  between  receipts  and  expenditure. 
Another  year  should  pass  before  a  decision  is  reached  respecting  any  further  reduc- 
tion. The  reduced  fees  (1911)  have  only  applied  to  a  portion  of  the  fiscal  year 
1911-12, 

Since  my  last  report  the  Department  has  suffered  a  serious  loss  in  the  removal, 
by  ill  health,  of  Mr.  James  Fyfe.  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures. 

Mr.  Fyfe,  while  on  an  official  trip  in  western  Ontario,  was  stricken  with 
paralysis  and  can  no  longer  undertake  the  duties  he  so  efficiently  performed  since 
his  entrance  into  the  service. 

The  kindred  service  of  weights  and  measures  inspection,  it  will  be  observed, 
earned  about  86  per  cent  of  its  actual  cost,  the  expenditure  as  already  stated  having 
been  $121,256.83  against  a  revenue  of  $107,408.60.
